DISCIPLINE 


The dictionary meaning for this word is apt to vary with 
reference to the context. The present National Emergency has 
caused all important Newspapers, dailies, to bring out this word 
under the caption, ‘“‘Your Discipline is the Nation’s Strength’’. 
This actually should fall in with the dictionary meaning ‘Mode 
of life in accordance with rules.’ This caption has been very 
prominently printed in bold types on page 5 of the July issue of 
this very magazine. For all the dutiful members of this World- 
wide Movement and Bharat Scouts and Guides, part and parcel 
of it, this is not meant to be a new order of the day. Dis- 
cipline is a part and parcel of every aspect of Scouting. , 


Scouting aims to make a boy a good citizen, a character- 
ful individual, through the sustained and continued efforts at 
training and learning, of the Scouter and the Scout respectively, 
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over three definite age group periods-viz 7 to 1], 11to 173, and 
173 to 25. The training in Scouting is mostly by the playway 
method in Cubbing and Scouting (Junior) and by the more 
adventurous out-door activities in Senior Scouting and 
Rovering. Rovering’s final goal is ‘Service’, of the ‘Good turn’ 
type, expecting no return. Well! whatever be the mode adapted 
in such trainings the important factor stressed upon every 
individual is ‘Discipline’ though done so by an indirect method 
peculiar to Scouting, almost in all cases. 


The small chapter on ‘Discipline’ in ‘Aids to Scoutmaster- 
ship’ by B.-P is worth reproduction to be explicit on the 
subject. 


‘‘Discipline- A nation to be prosperous must be well 
disciplined, and you only get discipline in the mass by discipline 
in the individual. By discipline I mean obedience to authority 
and to other dictates of duty. 


This cannot be got by repressive measures, but by encour- 
agement and by educating the boy first in self-discipline and in 
sacrificing of s If and selfish pleasures for the benefit of others. 
This teaching is largely effective by means of example, by putting 
responsibility upon him and by expecting a high standard of 
trustworthiness from him 


_ Responsibility is largely given through the Patrol System 
by holding the Leader responsible for what goes on amongst 
his boys. 


Sir Henry Knyvett, in 196, warned Queen Elizabeth that 
the State which neglects to train and discipline its youth 
produces not merely rotten soldiers or sailors, but the far greater 
evil of equally rotten citizens for civil life; or, as he words it, 
“For want of true discipline the hour and wealth both of Prince 
and countrie is desperatlie and frivoluslie ruinated,”’ 
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Discipline is not gained by punishing a child for a bad 
habit, but by substituting a better occupation, that will absorb 
his attention, and gradually lead him to forget and abandon 
the old one. 


The Scoutmaster should insist on discipline, and strict, 
quick obedience in small details. Let the boys run riot only 
when you give leave for it, which is a good thing to do every 
now and then.”’ | 


Thus ends the chapter. 


I for my part would only wish to emphasise two golden 
sentences in the above chapter on Discipline by B.-P. They 
are, ‘This teaching is largely effective by means of example’ and 
‘The State which neglects to train and discipline its youth 
produces not merely rotten soldiers, but the far greater evil of 
equally rotten citizens for civil life.’ 


Finally, the SCOUT PROMISE (or oath) to carry out, 
on our honour, as far as in us lies, and the SCOUT LAW is our 
binding disciplinary force, in our everyday life.

SCOUTS AND PIONFERS 
AREAS OF OVERLAP 


Almost every visitor to the Soviet Union is struck by the 
number of boys and girls between the ages of nine and 14 
wearing a kind of Scout uniform with a prominent scarlet 
neckerchief. These are the Young Pioneers, the Soviet equi- 
valent of the Boy Scouts. So, atleast, one would conclude at 
first. Then, after one has. examined and wondered at the 
similarities, there remain such deep differences between the two 
organizations that even to attempt a comparison seems unwise 


The points of similarity between Pioneers and Scouts are 
indeed many. But they concern chiefly the framework. What 
goes inside the framework turns out to be ideologically 
discrepant. This may sound obvious, but there is much in 
first appearances to blind the casual observer. 


Besides the neckerchief there is the almost identical motto : 
*‘Always Prepared !’’. There is a promise, recited at an investi- 
ture, andalaw. ‘I, a Young Pioneer of the Soviet Union,’ 
runs the promise, “‘In the presence of my comrades solemnly 
promi.e to love my Soviet Fatherland fervently, to live, learn 
and strive according to the precept of the Great Lenin and the 
teaching of the Communist Party.” 


CAMP FIRES 


The law, with 1i points, covers ground very similar to the 
Scout’s Law, recommending honesty, loyalty, usefulness, friend- 
liness to all, courtesy, obedience, kindness to animals. There 
are badges to be won and standards to attain, | 
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The Pioneer summer camp is all-important. Its activities 
include many of the aspects of woodcraft so familiar to the Boy 
Scout. The king-pin of the pioneers’ as of the Scouts’ Gamp is 
the camp fire. 


These similarities are by no means superficial. The bene- 
fits of camp life and the camp fire would be regarded as funda- 
mental by most educationists. Nevertheless, the differences 
between the two organisations are more substantial than the 
similarities. ‘There are in my view two broad differences. ‘The 
first is the fulltime and universal nature of the Pioneer Move- 
ment and the second is its primarily political orientation. 


Paden-Powell called Scouting ‘‘A practical aid to education, 
a school of citizenship through woodcraft—complimentary to 
school training’ (my italics). Pioneers on the other hand are 
particularly active in school. 


‘What is required of each Pioneer?’’ asks the Pioneer 
handbook Tovarishch. The answer is in three parts: to study 
_ attentively, to look around at life and make an effort to help 
one’s elders build communism, and to work for the common 
good. Every school-child between the ages of nine and 14 is 
encouragcd to join the movement. Not to belong is oftena 
sign of disgrace. 


A Pioneer’s membership may be suspended as a result of 
irresponsible behaviour in the classroom. The equivalent of 
Scout Patrols, called Zvenya, are based on sub-divisions of 
school classes. 


NECKERCHIEFS GO. 


When the school day ends, there are elaborate Pioneer 
houses and palaces offering a wide range of out-of school acti- 
vities. These, incidentally, are thus removed from the hancs 
of the teaching staff. 
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Most important of all, when summer comes, all the children» 
with very few exceptions move off, in a body to camp, leaving 
the streets and parks of big towns bereft of the scarlet necker- 
chiefs. And off with them g» apprehensive students from the 
pedagogical institutes to spend all of two or three months as 
Pioneer leaders. 


The second wide point of difference concerns loyalties and 
the strong political orientation of the Pioneer Movement. ‘‘To 
do my duty to God and the Queen’’ is the Scout's promise. 
“To live according to Lenin and the Communist Party’ is that 
of the Pioneers. : ; 


‘‘We aim for the practice of Christianity in everyday life 
and dealings,’ said Baden-Powell. ‘Scouting gives every man 
his chance of service for his fellow-man and God.”’ Tovarishch; 
onthe other hand, says, ‘‘In studies and in manual work 
Pioneers grow into real Communists, the new people of Soviet 
society.”? This, of course, is what one would expect. We are 
dealing with different ideologies, and mutatis mutandis Baden- 
Powell and Tovarishch are saying much the same thing. 


But the important point is that the Pioneer movement goes 
beyond this. It has a proselytizing role. ‘“The work of politi. 
cal education,”’ states a leaflet issued to Pioneer Camp leaders 
‘‘cannot be limited to the proposed scheme of activities. It is 
inseparable from the daily activities of Pioneers.”’ 


SOCIAL TIES 


One of the activities suggested in the leafletis organising 
meetings in the villages round about the camp to explain the 
work of the Communist party, the theme being ‘Our country is 
moving towards communism.”® To be a Pioneer is to help with 
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the overall aim of building communism. It is a full-time acti- 
vity and aims to enrol all children except the least satisfactory: 
Scouting remains primarily a part-time activity, an adjunct to 
the school curriculum and is entirely voluntary. 


Three further points are perhaps worth making. First, 
there is a degree of centralization in the Pioneer Movement 
which most scout troops succeed in avoiding. In vast Lenin- 
grad the central Palace of Pioneers co-ordinates Pioneer activi. 
ties and publishes booklets for the guidance of Pioneer leaders 
within the area. There are, moreover, no church and school 
troops as in Britain. All troops are school troops and all their 
members share not only common beliefs but a common back- 
ground as well. 


The beliefs of the Young Pioneers are geared to the beliefs 
of society at large. The Pioneer movement could not develop 
a morality of its ownasina sense the Scout Movement has 
tended to do. 


Secondly, even if Soviet Schools are not entirely uniform, 
the three months in camp with Pioneers from other schools 
cannot but help in building a classless society. Scout troops in 
Britain pay a price for greater originality.jThe British practice 
of tying troops to schools, coupled with the differentiated school 
system, makes for stratification within the districts. 


Thirdly and lastly, a point of similarity. Both the Pio- 
neers and the Scouts promote the romantic, imaginative element 
which is so important in education. Both know the magic of 
the camp fire in a clearing, away from home and parents. Both 
recognize the value of woodcraft, relatively useless in itself, 
but priceless in the imaginative life of the pre-adolescent child.

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YOUR UNIFORM 
A.P.R.O.—Section X (Extracts ) 


GENERAL 


274, (1) Wherever uniform is worn, it must be correct 
and complete, and especially so when in public. The D.C. 
may take into consideration the special circumstances of the 
Group and permit them, with the consent of the $.H.Q. if 
found necessary, to wear articles of uniform of any other type 
other than what is mentioned in these rules. It must always be 
borne in mind by scouters and guiders that, in a Group and 
its sub-units, there must be uniformity in the type of articles 
worn as permitted by the rules and D.C. For jamborees, 
rallies and other ceremonial occasions, the N.C., or the 8.C.C. 
may fix up the colour and the pattern of the whole uniform, 
not inconsistent wish these rules. 


275. Scarves—(1) The shape of the scarf shall be triangu- 
lar with a base and two sides. Each of the two sides shall have 
a minimum length of 27’? a: d a maximum length of 32”. 


(2) Scarves of the same colour and pattern must be worn 
by all members of a Group. 


(3) The colour and design of Group scarves will be chosen 
by the G.L S. or G.L G. in eousultation with the Group Council, 
subject to the approval of the L.A. and the D.C., who will 
arrange that, as far as posslble, no two Groups in the samc L.A. 
shallhave scarves of the same colour and design. Scarves, 
while worn, must not be put under the shoulder straps. 


(4) Groups will not adopt the following colours for their 
scarves as they are reserved for the ranks given against them. 
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GREEN-—-Non-executive ranks, unattached Scouters and 
Guiders. 


PURPLE— Commissioners of all grades. 
YELLOW— District Scouters and District Guiders. 


CUBS 


276. Head Dress—(a) Cap: Olive Green round cap with 
yellow piping with the Cubcloth badge in front as approved 
by the S.H.Q. 

Scarf—Of the Group colour, worn with a group woggle 
(of any pattern other than Gilwell) or a loose knot round the 
neck over the shoulder straps, if any. 

Jersey or Kurta or Shirt—Of any colour (preferably of a 
colour other than that worn by the troop.) 

Shorts—Dark blue, Khaki or Grey. 

Shoulder Patch—An equilateral, triangular Patch of cloth 
the base of which should be 14-2 inches in length (the colour 
of the six) sewn at the top left sleeve, immediately below the 
shoulder, with point upwards, 

Shoulder Badge-—Indicating the Group, worn on right 
shoulder touching the seam. It would, in no case, b: more 
than 2 inches long, and } - ? inch wide. 


SCOUTS 
277. Head Dress—Cap: Olive Green in colour ofa 
pattern appproved by 8.H.Q. 


Scarf —Of the Group colour, worn with Group woggle (of 
any pattern, other than Gilwell) or with a loose knot round the 
neck and over the shoulder straps, if any. 


Shirt-—- Khaki, or grey, with two patch pockets (buttoned), 
and shoulder straps. 

Shorts—Dark blue, khaki, or grey. 

Belt—Brown leather or khaki web, 
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Shoulder knot—~The Patrol shoulder knot. 


Shoulder Badge—indicating the Group, worn on right 
shoulder. 


ROVERS 


280. A Rover wears uniform as for a Scout, as described 
in Rule «77, but with the following differences : 

(a) Shoulder knot - Red, green and blue. 

(b) Garter tabs - Red. 

(c) Thumbstick (Optional) - in place of staff. 


-SCOUTERS 


“82. All Scouters wear uniform as for a Scout but with 
tue following differences : : 


(1) The shoulder knot, will be of the colour oi ea to 
the rank, as laid down in Section XI. 


(2) D.R.S.Ls., R.S.Ls. and A.R.S.Ls., wear red “oa 
tabs, instead of green.
